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EMINISCES OF JAKE POSEY 
by Jeke Posey 


While in Hurope I hed one accid2nt,Kings Lynn,England,Aug.1,1899, 
I wes meking e turn into a very nerrow street,when the teem entered 
this street,they were crowding,and pushed me over fer enough,for my 
right hub,to catch in the door of a seloon,end,before I could stop they 
hed pulled the side out of the frame building,No one was injured, end 
the demege settled for 37 shilling, 

While showing in Peris,Frence,they held e mi-cerme perade,similer 
to the Merdi-Gres,held in New Orleens,on Shrove Tues.They prevailed u»on 
Mr,Beiley,to be represented in the parade.Mr,Bailéy,instructed me to 
get e teem assembled,end go out in the perade,Mer.6,1902,I hed not me 
perede since Oct,8,1900,Consequently,hed to put e new teem together, 
hed e French bend on the wegon,end,whenthey struck up,their squeaky 
music,the teem struck out.I piled them up,and stopped them.Mr.Bailey, 
ceme running up,told me to teke the teem beck to the barn.I hed been 
teken over the perede route before and knew there wes e hill 4 miles 
long a short distence ehead.I informed Mr,Beiley of the fact,end told 
him when I errived et the top of the hill,I would have them under com- 
plete control,He consented for me to go on,which turned out es I said, 
I left the building et 1 P.M. and errived beck et 9 P.M, hed the lines 
out of my hends once during thet time,When I was celled in the may 
office,where there wes a lot of talk in French which I did not und 
stend,et that time,But,before the show ended its engagement in Pari:, 

I wes celled to the center steage,end presented with e medel,on which 
wes inscribed,in French;-

I mede my opening splurge in 1883 with RI“GLING BROS.wegon show 
on Apr.15,It wes e smell freme up,with 15 on the pey roll and one men 
eheed billing the show,There were 5 Ringlins Bros,ell good musicians, 
with us es our bend.Their father wes e herness end wagon meker,who 
wented the boys to leern a trede,but the boys wanted to be showmen,so 
thet wes the end of the trede.We opened in Baeraboo,Wis, It was a wet 
cold spring end our business was light end the benk roll got lighter, 
so we folded up.\/e hed to return to Beraboo the best wey we could,I 
rode plenty of side door sleepers end did some hitch hiking,There wes 
en old time Circus men in Bereboo,ywho liked the boys end steked them to 
é bunch of chengeyso we opened egein end did good business.I wes lined 
out es 6 flunkey,better known as e weiter,in the dining tent.My selary 
wes very light,52,50 per wk,plus cekes end heering the bend pley.I next 
beceme e reel singing end telking clown,end wes edvertised es Americe's 
best end I would not heve treded with the President of the U.S.et that 
time.This wes the stert of the Biggest,Grendest Show On Zerth,the one 
end only RINGLI'G BROS, 

My next move wes on to e southern wegon show celled the TUTH BROS, 
A very smell outfit on the order of e Ginsey party.When they mede some 
money they would close shop end ell get drunk,heve se big time end when 
the benk roll wes gone,they would open the show,

I only remeined with them a short time and blowed on to another ~ 
wagon show,as they were ebout ell they hed in those times, It wes a fei.

I then left the wegon shows end went with e reilroed Circus owned 
by Phinees Bernum better known es P.T. The men thet seid,it wes eesy to 
get 2 10's for e 5 if you knew how.He wes e clever showmen and hed plen- 
ty of tricks to fool the customers.My next move wes to the JOHN O'BRIZN 
80 cer Circus,This wes some troupe,Mr.O'Brien wes poor pay end we hed ¢ 
cenvesmen cell'on him for some money for clothes and O'Brien told him 
he wes getting 3 soueres,seeing the country et his expense end heering 
the bend pley,so that wes plenty,However he told him not to worry bit to 
go down town end locete e clothing store with e dummy outside end w on 
the perede wes going by,strip the dummy, 

I then moved on to the HUNTING R.R.SHOW,the cleenest show on te 
roed.Bob Hunting wes ¢ very clever singing end telking clown,I steyed 
with him for 60 weeks.My friend Jeen Wack,hed the bend,He wes clessed 
€s the loudest end fastest cornet player in the show business,Jeke Po- 
sey,(40 horse driver) wes our boss hostler, The Hunting show wes 6 ree. 
show end I left them to go with the 4-Pew Sells Bros.It was e strong 
grifting outfit es there wes e thief everywhere.The show had e short 
run end I then tried out e Yild West Show with Indiens,Cowboys,Cowgir] s 
Gruncus end Yild Women,Show wes run by lej,G.'¥.LILLI£ better known as 
PAWNTS BILL end he sure hed a reel wild west show.We pleyed ell the b: 
cities in the Stetes end Cenede.During our trevels thru the Klondikes 
business wes big es money wes e mere beg of.A thousend dollers would 
chenge hends with e flip of ¢ cerd or e sheke of the dice in Dewson Ci 
S.D. I met the prest end only CALAMITY KATS here,She wes running the 
lergest drinking end gembling houses in the Klondike.She once méde é 
statement that she hed not gone to bed sober for the last 5 yrs, 

Now we hed our HSY RUBES with the Circus life,something you heer 
no more of,Almost every dey we had one when we pleyed the lumber end 
mining towns in Pe. end Cenede,Sure sew some tough battles.The Ben Wal- 
lece Circus hed e reel freme up for Hey Rube,.'Ve had 3 men shot end 4 
towners passed on in Mehony City,Pe.Fight started while shooting ZAZSLL 
out of the cennon,When she lended on the net,some of the miners tried to 
help her out of the net,thet sterted the bettle.The WALLACS SHOW hed

25 weeks and reelly got some money.'ve hed one Hey Rube in a 
little mining town on the Erie cenel,at a place called Pheonix,N.Y.Two 
men were shot end died at Syracuse,N.Y.Andrew Downie wes e good all a- 
round showmen.He would fight as cuick es e monkey could take off his 
het.During the Hey Rube he broke the mayors erm and threw him in the 
canal.(This great story hes come to you thru the efforts of J,.Tracy, 
one of our most dependsble end consistent story writers.He hes time 
end egain sent in end dug up interesting stories of the Circus,pest
